An Ottawa despatch states the 
prograin for the meeting ef the 
Imperial Press Conference in Ot- 
tawa, where the business session of 
tke conference will take place, has 
been completed. The delegates, 
who will number about 130, includ- 
ing the Canadian one, will arrive in 
Ottawa the evening of Wednesday, 
August 4th. 

The conference will be opened 
Thureday morning at 10 o’clock in 
the Parliament buildings by short 
addresses of welcome by the Gov- 
ernor-General, the Prime Miuister 
and the leader of the opposition. 

The subject of the coming ses- 
sion of the conference, whiob will 
be introduced by Lord Burnham of 
the London Daily Telegraph, will be 
Empire Press interests,cable service 
and wireless telegraph and tele- 
phony. 

The session in the afternoon will 
take up newsprint. 

At 4:30 p.m. the delegates will 
be given # moter drive around 
Ottawa and environe by the city 
Council and Board of ‘l'rade. 

Jn the evening « banquet to the 
conference will be given at the 
Chateau Laurier by the Dominion 
Government at which the Prime 
Minister will speak. \

THE TROUBLES OF POLAND 


Y 
The people of Poland have been sorely beset by the armies 
of the Bolshevists. 


During the war the sentiment of the country was strongly 
in favor of the Allies, although circumstances put Germany in 
a position to force numbers of Poles into the ranks of their fight- 
ing forces. Since the war ended, however, the people of that 
ancient country apparently saw an opportunity to rehabilitate 
themselves in the semblance of their ancient dignity as a nation. 


About a century ago they lost their national entity the 
country having been partitioned into three parts and divided 
between the great powers of Russia, Austria and Prussia. The 
inhabitants who have been noted from time immemorial for 
their spirit of freedom have found the alien rule intolerant and 


again and again have done everything in their power to throw 
it off. 


| 


Shortly after the armistice they took up arms against Ger- 
many and carried on a desultory war with varying success, 


A racial antagonism has always existed between the Rus- 
sian Slav. and the Pole. They are ancient eflemies. For some 
time a war has been going on between them and the soldiers of | 
the Soviet Government of Russia. A great Russian army was 
sent against them ard although they fought very bravely the 
Poles suffered many severe reverses. Poland has many splen- 
did fighting men and there are no better soldiers in Europe, but 
their country was impoverished and they have neither arms nor 
money. } 


It is understood that an armistice was recently arranged by 
the Soviet Government, but some doubt is expressed as to 
whether the Russians will keep to their terms which to a certain 
extent, at least are favorable to PoJand. If they do not it is 
learned that the Allies are prepared to supply Poland with 
money and munitions of war to continue the conflict. It is 
thought that they can place a million men in the field and are 
willing to do so if the Allies will stand behind them in the 
matter of supplies. 


The people of Poland have been noted throughout the 
centuries for their love of freedom. Their origin is lost in the 
mists of antiquity and no country has had a record of greater 
misfortune. Again and again they have revolted against the 
alien yoke. 


At. 1 one time Poland had a republic when sucha form of 
government was then practically unknown in northern Europe. 
They are now making a strong effort te regain their national 
identity and it is understood that the Allies are in thorough 
sympathy with their aims. 


The history of Poland has been a fine one and all through 
it runs the thread of a passionate patriotism and a desire for 
political liberty. Their position geographically has been unfor- 
tunate; they have been surrounded by the Teutons with whom 
they have nothing in common; and powerful neighbors acquired 
their territory and fought and killed their national life. 


. 


At one time they looked upon Napoleon as their saviour 
and had it not been for his fall, there is little doubt but they 
would have been able to retain their nationhood. 


Their struggle for liberty has been written on the most 
glowing pages of European history and it is hoped that condi- 


tions now may be auspicious for the fulfillment of their aspria- 
tions in this respect. 


ADMIRALS ALL 


The press despatches contain the news of the death of 
“Jacky” Fisher, the British admiral, who perhaps more than 
any other contributed to the supremacy which is today enjoyed 
by Britain on the face of the waters. 


He was of the old sea dog breed, but he was also an en- 
lightened and scientific naval man. He is supposed to be the 
_ creator of the Dreadnaught, and it is understood to have been 
the adoption of his plans that resulted in the bottling up of the 
German fleet, and practically keeping them out of action during 
the war. 

The home of some of the greatest men of Britain has been 
upon the sea. The supremacy of the rock-girt islands were of 
old disputed by jealous rivals, but Nelson's victories at the Nile 
and at Trafalgar, established once and for evér the supremacy 
of the white naval ensign of Britain. 


The race of great seamen did not die out with Blake, and 
Nelson, and Collingwood, and the old wooden walls, Fighting 
Charles Beresford was a sailor that must have been after the | 
heart of old Neptune. 

Who does not know of his exploit at the Battle of Alexan- 
dra when he took his little gunboat the Condor in under the fire 
of the Egyptian batteries. Singlehanded he engaged them and 
put them out of business. Then as the Condor withdrew vic 
torious out of the smoke of .the batteries, the historic signal 


broke out from the flagship of the admiral ‘‘well done little Con- 
dor." 


Lord Fisher was of the same school as Lord Charles Beres- 
ford as far as personal qualities go, but he was also one of the 
ablest naval tacticians which, Britain always great in admirals, 
has produced. He enjoyed to a singular degree the confidence 
not only of the government but of the British people. It was 
felt that when “‘Jacky"’ Fisher hoisted the flag of High Admiralty 


there were none that could haul it down. 


It was under him that such men as Lord Jellicoe, Lord 
Beatty, and Sir Roslyn Wymms were schooled. 


It is such admirals that have made the leaden seas which 
encompass the British Islands an inviolate bulwark. 


A REMARKABLE SHOWING 


It is a platitude to speak of the enormous possibilities for 
the future of Canada. As a matter of fact our resources are so 
enormous and so varied that even the most ardent visionary can 
hardly grasp them. 


Canada’s participation in the war is estimated at a money 
cost of about one billion, eight hundred million dollars, but 


despite this enormous outlay, development and production con-

tinues to increase. It is the greatest tribute to Canada’s poten- 
tialities, that the stoppage of hostilities has not been followed by 
a period of great depression. 


In 1910 the capital assets of Canada’s agriculture from 
thirty-one million acres under crop, amounted to four billions, 
one hundred and ninety-five millions, five hundred and seventy- 
five thousand; in 1919 there were fifty-three million acres under 
crop and the capital assets had increased to seven billion, three 
hundred and seventy-nine million and two hundred and ninety- 
nine thousand 


In 1910 the value of manufactured products was one billion, 
one hundred and sixty-five millions, nine hundred and seventy- 
five thousand. Seven years later this had increased to three 
billion, fifteen million, five hundred and sixteen thousand. In® 
1911, the exports from Canada amounted to two hundred and 
ninety-seven millions, one hundred and ninety-six thousand and 
three hundred and sixty-five dollars, In 1920 the exports in- 
creased to one billion, two hundred and thirty-nine millions, four 
hundred and ninety-two thousand dollars. These figures show 
an astonishing growth. 


It is true that some of the increase in manufactures was un- 
doubtedly due to war conditions, but these trade activitiés have 
resulted in the increasing enterprise of our citizens and in letting 
the value of Canadian goods, be known in foreign countries. 


We have, within ourselves, natural resources of enormous 
magnitude and it behooves us to work out our destiny with 
patriotism and enterprise. 


A great statesman once said ‘The century we are now in 
belongs to Canada,” and it should not be very many years until 
we see a development that will make us one of the greatest pro- 
ducing nations of the world. 


A LITTLE PHILOSOPHY 


There is no natural law which does not have exceptions. 
To a certain extent at least our conception of right and wrong is 
based upon our own ideas, There are certain things such as the 
taking of human life, or theft that are manifestly crimes against 
humanity. But there are other things which people of a certain 
school condemn and others uphold and in dealing with them it 
is very difficult to formulate adamantine regulations. 
people think it sinful to smoke; others don't. Society is more 
or less divided upon the subject. The following is an excerpt 
“from an article which appeared in a: recent number of the Popu- 
lar Magazine, and which illustrates the effect that prohibition 
may have upon certain habits. It says; 


Some 


“If people who want us to stop smoking were really in 
earnest and on the job they would be spending their ener- 
gies towards making cigars and cigarettes compulsory In 
all the colleges and high schools, : Then we would find our 
young men shuddering at the sight of a cigarette and burst- 
ing into tears when confronted with a cigar. They would 
be pretending they had smoked it; they would be spraying 
their clothing with tobacco ash to fool the stern professors 
and win the coveted degree of Bachelor of Nicotine without 
the hard work, the drudgery, the nauseous work that only 
the greasy grind could really enjoy. 


In the same fashion our enjoyment of literature is some- 
times glutted by large and indigestible doses of Shakes- 
peare, Charles Lamb and others, forced upon us in such 
formidable guise as to make us shrink and shudder. The 
day they put Ivanhoe on the school curriculum the sales of 
editions of Walter Scott began to drop, Shakespeare was 
ruined as a ‘best seller’’ before he ever got started.” 


We do not wish to be interpreted as advocating the free 
practise of all sorts of objectionable things, but nevertheless it 
is the old story that “far away fields look green’ and things 
which are beyond our reach always seern the most desirable. 
Nor ‘do we wish to be understood as either favoring or opposing 
the prohibition of the sale of spirituous liquors. We have no 
opinions on that subject. That is up to the people of this coun- 
try in the impending plebiscite. 


For the first time in its history; Canada has a western Pre- 
mier. However much we may differ, or agree with the policies 
which may be evolved by the Hon. A. Meighen, we in the west 
cannot help but be proud that one of ourselves has been selected 
for the highest office in the gift of the people of the Dominion. 
The announcement was recently made that Mr. Meighen intends 
to fulfill the aspirations of the western provinces, by turning over 
to their control their natural resources, His course, in this res- 
pect will be worthy of a great deal of interest. Western Ganada 
has come into its own and it is a good augury that we have one 
of our own people at the helm of the Ship of State. Whatever 
his political affiliations or predilictions, he has a knowledge that 
can hardly fail to be sympathetic of our problems.

Eskimo hunters have precipi- 
tated a dispute which may lead 
the Dominion of Canada to as- 
Jeet its sovereignty over Ellesmere

American Farmers Coming to Canada 

A delegation of United States far-| 
mers is arranging to go to Canada to 
study Canadian systems of co-opera- 
tion in marketing of crops. So far as 
is known at the general office of the 
Farm Bureau Federation in Chicago, 
this is the first trip of the kind. 

The visit will be conducted by the 
Farm Bureau Federation. One farmer 
from each of the grain. growing states 
is to be selected, and President J. W. 
Howard of the Federation, will be one 
of the party. The farmers of the line 
are attending the meeting of the Can- 
adian Council of Agriculture in Win- 
nipeg, July 13.

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The PERSONAL SIDE 


PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 
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DR. PATRICK 


Dr. T. A. Patrick is one of the worthiest citizens of western 
Canada. His abode is at Yorkton, where he has lived since 
1889. He practices medicine, and is a most excellent physician, 
but besides, he is engaged in many other activities ‘in most of 
which his brothers are associated with him, At one time he was 
a very familiar figure in Regina, having been one of the nost 
prominent members of the old North West Legislature. He was 
elected by acclamation in 1897, but in 1903 he had to face a 
contest in which he was successful, 


It is characteristic that at the latter election he informed 
the electors that if they wished him to represent them in the 
Territorial Legislature at Regina they would have to send him 
there free and untramelled by party lines or policies, «nd that 
they would have to have sufficient faith in him to abide by his 
judgment. 


In 1904 he fought a strenuous battle for the federal con- 
stituency with Dr. Cash, but despite his great personal popularity 
and his political reputation the tide was against him and he was 
defeated. 


Iu 1893 he was elected vice-president of the Canadian 
Medical Association and has been a member of the Senate of 
the University of Saskatchewan since 191 3. 


There are few men in western Canada who take a more 
serious interest in the affairs of the country. He is of acute intel- 
ligence and understanding, and a witty public speaker. 


As a member of the Senate of Saskatchewan University, 
he has been very much interested in a plan whereby all univer- 
sity students should learn the French language. He is of the 
opinion that if all educated people of Canada knew both English 
and French the racial question which at times has been acute 
will soon become a thing of the past. 


R. B. BENNETT AGAIN 


The way in which R. B. Bennett first broke into political 
life in western Canada is characteristic of him. He came west to 
Calgary about 1897 where he formed a partnership with Sir 
James Lougheed which has been maintained ever since. 


He was, at that time, a young man of tremendous energy, 
tireless industry and remarkable ability. He very quickly made 
his mark as a lawyer; but for one of his ardent temperament 
politics was his natural metier, and he burned for an opportunity 
to enter the arena. 


Frank Oliver, who at that time was a federal member for the 
Alberta constituency, was holding a meeting in the Alexandra 
Hall on Eighth Avenue in Calgary. He was giving an account 
of his stewardship at Ottawa. 


Mr. Bennett in the company of his partner, who was then 
Senator Lougheed, went down to hear what Mr. Oliver had 
to say. The hall, which was not a very large one, was pretty 
well crowded by Mr. Oliver's admirers. 


There was not a seat available, and Mr. Bennett leaned 
his slim length—at that time he had a very youthful figure— 
against the wall by the door. Mr. Bennett, of course, was a 
Conservative and had no particular use for Mr. Oliver's politics. 


As Mr. Oliver concluded, amidst the plaudits of the faith- 
ful, Mr. Bennett darted down the aisle and leaping upon the 
platform, stretched forth his hand and commenced a scathing 
arraignment of Mr. Oliver, the Government and all its works. 
The audience was astonished into silence by this interruption, 
and listened intently as My. Bennett started his declamation. 


Almost his first words were ‘I love my country.” In a few 
minutes the people of Calgary had come to the conclusion that 
there was a new factor in local politics. Mr. Bennett made a 
remarkable speech and practically succeeded in capturing the 
meeting. 


As a result a delegation of electors came down from Olds 
and offered him the nomination for West Calgary in the local 
legislature. He was accordingly elected to the assembly for that 
seat and at the next session considerably enlivened the pro- 
ceedings of the house at Regina. 


Mr. Bennett at that time was only twenty-seven years of 
age. He had a tall, slim, boyish figure which was always garbed 
in immaculate raiment. He had an extraordinary command of 
language and his fervor, vehemence and magnetism enabled 
him to achieve wonderful success in addressing the house or 
the people of the country. 


A VALUABLE COW 


When the late Nicholas Flood Davin was thinking’of estab- 
lishing himself in the west in the early eighties, he set about, ob- 
taining some information about the new country that was open- 
ing up. Some one told him that there was a man visiting in 
Toronto who had spent a couple of years on the plains and Mr. 
Davin sought an interview. 


This man who must have been a direct descendent of Baron 
Munchausen, told him some wonderful tales. Dilating upon the 
severity of the western winters he said: ‘‘My partner and I had 
a valuable Ayrshire cow which we had brought from Ontario.

We revived her by biving her several bottles of whisky, which we 
kept for just such emergencies; but would you believe it, we 
milked ice cream from that cow all summer”

FATHER CUNNINGHAM 


Another old-timer of the Edmonton district, in the person 
of Rev. Edward Cunningham, O.M.I., came to his death last 
week, following a lengthy illness of more than eight months, 


The deceased was a native of St. Albert, having been born 
there fifty-eight years ago, at which time the city of Edmonton 
was but a mere trading post. He received his primary schooling 
at St. Albert, and commenced his classified course at Lac La 
Biche, later going to Lac Ste. Anne. In 1881 he went to the 
Ottawa university at which place he finished his course. He en- 
tered the Oblate order in 1889, and in 1890 he was ordained 
priest by the late Rt. Rev. Vital Grandin, O.M.I., D.D. The or- 
dination took place in what was known at that time as the new 
cathedral of St. Albert. The deceased was the first half-breed 
to be ordained a priest in western Canada. His first post was at 
Lac La Biche, where he stayed for a period of five years, and 
from there he moved to Onion Lake at which place he was lo- 
cated for twenty years. He came to Lac Ste. Anne two years 
ago. During his life, the deceased proved himself to be a most 
valuable missionary for the work he did in educating and Chris- 
tianizing the Cree Indians. Cree was his mother tongue and he 
spoke the language very eloquently and he also proved to be a 
great favorite among the Indians. 


In the month of December last, the deceased was seized by 
a paralytic stroke which later developed into heart trouble. He 
is survived by his mother, who is a resident of St. Albert.—Ed- 
monton Bulletin. 


A STRANGE. CASE 


There is a man named Griffith Hughes who, for a number 
of years, has been a very much respected and prominent citizen 
of Victoria, B.C. He was a financial expert and carried on the 
business of an with offices in Vancouver and Victoria. 
For many years he had charge of the accounting at the great de- 
partmental store at Victoria, owned by David Spencer & Sons. 
He was known to have an excellent business and he prospered 
exceedingly. He became the owner of a beautiful farm in the 
Cowichan valley on Vancouver Island, where land values run 
‘up to $400.00 an acre. Not so long ago he purchased from the 
estate of the late Senator Templeton, The Victoria Times, which 


was said to be one of the most profitable newspapers in western . 


Canada, He was regarded as a good citizen and a man with the 
ability to gather goods around him. Not very long ago, like a 
bolt from the blue, came the news that he had been arrested at 
the instance of the Spencer concern, and that he was accused of 
having stolen from the firm a large sum of money. The proceed- 
ings are at present pending, but evidence has been- given that 
Mr. Hughes admitted some of the charges against him and that 
he contemplated suicide upon the exposure becoming known, 
but that prior to taking the final step he commenced to read a 
Christian Science book and was thereby changed from his pur- 
pose. It is a strange case and is arousing a great deal of interest

BISHOP PASCHAL 


All old-timers in Western Canada will regret to hear of the 
death of Bishop Paschal which occurred in his native land of 
France, one day last week. Of all the band of devoted mission- 
aries who forsook civilization and endured hardship and dis- 
comfort to carry the Cross of their creed to the native tribes of 
the far North West, there is no one who deserves a higher place 
than this venerable prelate. He was not such a very old man 
at the time of his death, only seventy-two years, but he had spent 
more than half a century in Western Canada. He came to the 
Great Lone Land about 1871 where he labored as a simple mis- 
sionary priest amongst the Indians. He learned their language 
and preached to them in their own tongue. He was not of the 
masterful and impetuous disposition which characterized such 
pioneer missionaries as Father Lacombe and Father Le Duc, but 
his gentleness and broad humanity gave him a tremendous in- 
fluence with the people of the country. He had a splendid pat- 
riotic appearance, with his grey beard sweeping his breast. He 
was quiet and unostentatious in his works and he has left a great 
name behind him. Western Canada can never repay the debt it 
owes to a man of the type of Bishop Paschal.

Next morning a command was 
sent that the police leave the Fort 
at once, and later in the day Mc- 
Lean again went out to discuss 
matters with the Indians and was 
promptly taken prisoner and re- 
moved to the Indian camp. 


Death of Cowan 


The previous day two troopers 
of the force, Cowan and Loasby, 
under the guidance of Harry 
Quinn, had gone as a _ scouting 
party to Frog Lake, to try and 
obtain information as to what 
had occurred there. They sud- 
denly appeared on the rise to the 
north of the Fort on their way 
back and discovered a large body 
of Indians between them and 
safety. 

Contemptuous of the savages, 
Cowan decided to gallop right 
through them. Quinn, better 
versed in Indian matters would 
not agree to this and turned to 
approach the fort by 
circuitous route. Cowan gallop- 
ed in the direction of the fort; the 
Indians leaped to their weapons 
\and sent a fusilade.of shots in his 
direction. His horse fell almost 
instantly and he was thrown to 
the ground. The savages then 
rushed up to him and drove their 
{spears through his body. He had 
not been, at first, mortally 
wounded and they took the small 
spears with which they were in 
the habit of hunting muskrats and 
inflicted wounds all over his body 
so that he was a long time dying. 


Escaped With His Life

McLean’s Message 


During the evening a message 
came from Mr. McLean, giving 
orders that the members of his 
family should join him in the In- 
dian Camp, stating that Big Bear 
had promised that if this were 
done they would be assured safe- 
ity. The rest of the civilians de- 
cided to join the McLeans | and 
seek the protection of Big Bear.

It will be remembered that 
Harry Quinn who was acting as 
scout for Constable Cowan's 
party had endeavored to take a 
circuitous route to reach the fort. 
He had ridden by the cut banks 
of the Saskatchewan, and when 
he arrived close to the fort he 
was appalled to find it in the pos- 
session of the Indians. He was 
instantly seized and preparations 
were made to put him to death, 
but Mr. McLean intervened to 
save him and again the reputation 
and authority of the Hudson Bay 
Company worked to good advan- 
tage and he was placed among 
the other prisoners. Dickens and 
his command succeeded in reach- 
ing Battleford in safety.

to relieve Inspector Dickens at 
Fort Pitt. When they arrived at 
that post they found it abandon. 
ed and in ruins and had no means 
of knowing the fate of the little 
garrison, 


Ghastly Remains 


Sam Steele's scouts discovered 
the body of the young trooper 
Cowan who had been killed 
whilst attempting to make the 
Fort. He had been terribly mut- 
ilated. The heart had been cut 
out and was stuck on an upright 
stick, and the scalp had been lift- 
ed. His horse's body was found 
lying near the corpse. 

Scouts were sent to the north 
and east and the trail of a big 
party of Indians, apparently bear- 
ing, captives, was picked up by a 
half-breed tracker named Whit- 
ford. The scouth were of the 
opinion that Big Bear had gone 
south to join Poundmaker. 

The first night out Steele was 
picking a bivouac ground, when 
an Indian lying in the grass, 
sprang to his feet fired two shots 
which fortunately did no damage 
and ran to a horse tied to a tree. 
A soldier named McClelland took 
a snap shot at the running savage 
and dropped him like a rabbit. 
minute Indians were 
all about them, and 


In a short time the In- 
dians retreated full speed. 

After daylight the scouts con- 
tinued hot on_ the Indian trails. 
ading an advance 
patrol when he was attacked by a 
large band of Indians. General 
Strange, at this juncture came up 
with some field guns and at sight 
of these formidable engines of 
war the savages took to the bush. 
It was then apparent that there 
were a great many Indians in the 
vicinity, and wagons were formed 
into a corral and_ in that forma- 
tion an advance was made. A 
little further on the Indians were 
sen to be holding a wooded ac- 
clivity. 

Wild Horsemen 


General Strange extended his 
men in skirmish line and advanc- 
ed so as to attack them in the 
flanks. A band of wild horse- 
men were careering in the sum- 
mit, and making themselves a 
mark against the sky line. The 
General ordered that the nine 
pound gun be turned on them.

Another Brave MacKay 


A few days afterwards the 
scouts again had a sharp skirmish 
with the Indians in which Sergt. | 
Fury was wounded and Canon | 
MacKay did yeoman service with 
a rifle. After the Indians had 
been driven from the position | 
Sam Steele and Canon MacKay 
advanced towards them holding} 
a white flag. 


The Canon hailed them and in 
Cree advised them they had bet- | 
ter come in and surrender. Fir- 
ing ceased whilst this harangue| 
was going on, with the exception 
of one Indian who kept throwing 
bullets at the two white men and 
which caused them occasionally 
to change their positions. A few 
of the Indians called out that they 
would not surrender. Sam Steele 
accordingly took the position 
and sent a report of what had 
occurred to General Middleton. 

Next day General Middleton 
and his aide de camp appeared 
and consulted with Steele as to 
what should be done. Big Bear 
was eventually captured and with 
the taking of the position at Ba- 
toche the rebellion virtually 
came to an end. 


Two Of the Frog Lake Indians
